"Yesterday Babbiiigtou engaged De- 
larey's and Steenkamp's commandoes at 
Kaaiiwpoort. The enemy was forced 
to retire to the northwest. Our caus- 
alUos have not yet been received, but 
art' roportod Kliglit. A Boer doctor ad 
laiLtcd that 20 Boors were- killed aiu! 
■wounded. Commandiuit Duprce was 
taken i)riscner. 

It appears from reports of tbo wonud- 
I'd "who havo arrived at Ileilbrou that a 
detacbment 120 stroiit; belou;;iug to 
Knox't) cdUiiiiand, cume into contact with 
a a\ipi>rior force near Lindley. 

"1 regret to say tliiit Lieut. Laing, 
two other olUcers and fifteen aien woro 
killed, and tv/o ofUccrs and twenty men 
wotmdcd. No details have come from 
Knox of this action." 

Tlie Naawpoort mentioned, in Gen. Kit- 
chener's desi)atch must not bo confound- 
ed with Nauuwpoort Junction, Cape Col- 
ony. There are sevenil Naauwpoo'-ts. 
I'oesiblj- the scene of the fight is Naauw- 
poort on the railroad between Potehefs- 
trooiu and Frcdorikstadt, in the Trans- 
vaal. 

In a letter to the Times tlun morninL,-, 
the Eari of Dunraven, emphasizing the 
"grave sitimtion in South Afric:i," warui- 
thc country to distrust the opinions of ex- 
perts on the spot, and to be ready for the 
tinexpccted. lie complains oC the "in- 
ertia of the authorities," and urgfri the 
necessity of large reiuforcenients^^.J 

The Capetown corriMpondent of tlic 
Tinioe, who conlirnis the reports of 
multiplicity of the lioer coniniandoe.s.

Chicago, .Tan. 0.— Philip D. Armour, 
the millionaire pa(d;er. died this evening 
at his residence on Prairie avenue. Ho 
had been recovering from pneumonia, 
but heart failure came to-day. He biiil 
been in ill health for two years past, and 
had visited German baths and Southern 
California in searcdi of health. 

Philip D. Armour was born on a f rm 
at Stockbridge, Oneida county, New 
York, May 10, 1832. 

The California gold fever ;~truck 
Western New York in 1S-I8. and young 
-Vrtnour was the first in Stocl;l)i io^c to 
dotcrinine to visit the Pacilic Coast, lie 
secured the permission >( his parents, 
and at the age of 17 started, having three 
or four companions from the same neigh- 
borhood. 'i"he almost incredible part of 
it is that tlie party walkn.i nearly the 
entire distance from New York to C.ili- 
fornia. 

The commercial sense, which always 
I)redominat<Ml in bts life, iufliciiti'd its 
presence as soon a.i he saw the gold 
liehls of California. He made money 
from the start, and at the end of six 
years he returned home with a fortune. 
Becoming dissatisfied with the quiet life 
of his native town, he caroe West agiin, 
and, together with his brother iu-Iaw, 
established a large wholesale grocery 
house in Milwaukee. This venture was 
also successful, and in a year's tlnu' he 
uurchased the largest grain elevator in 
Slilwaukee. This led to more elevators 
and other stock. In ISW! he went to 
Chicago to take charge of the Chicago 
branch of a New Y(U-k packing establish- 
nuMit. The result was that the Ghicairo 
house coased to be a branrli, and the 
West gaineil the largest packing and 
provision house in the world. The prop- 
erty interests for which Mr. Armour 
stood are estimtUcl at 91."(),0!)0,000. His 
personal share of this property is vari- 
ously estimated at from .'?2.">,iH)l).000 to 

^;,"i0.oon.ooo. 

In works of ch.Trity Mr. .Vriuour's 
monument will be fo\ind in the Armour 
Institute, to which but ti slmrt tinu' ago 
he gave .$"."0,000 in ime remembrance. 
He was .'isk-ed once what bo considered 
his best paying investment. He replieil 
"The Armour Institute."

Mr. Armour married Miss Malvin 
Bell'' Ogden, daughter of Jonathan Og- 
den, of Cincinnati, in October, 1802 
They have had two children— Philip D.

UNITED STATES 

SEALING CLAIMS 



This Is the Last Day for Presen< 
tatlon of their Demands 
Against Russia. 



To-day the time expires for the 
presentation of the claims of the United 
States sealers against the Russian gov- 
ernment for the seizure of several 
schooners whi(,-ii flew the Stars and 
.Stripes in l.SOI. The claims, which in- 
volve in the neighborhood of .'vi'.O.OflO, 
hiive been nnide, and all the papers liavo 



to be tiU'd at St. Petersburg Jirior to this 
date, wliieh it is understood has been 
(lone. 

The seizures for which the T'nited 
States sivilers are asking compensation 
from Russia were practically the result 
of raiils made on the rookeries of Copper 
l.'-land by tho American sealers. Capt. 
Dan McEcan made a raid on the island 
early that year. Tills sealer, who wns 
one of the principal Svitncssos brought by 
the United States against the Victoria 
sealers when the Bohrinp sea claims com- 
mission held its sessions hero, while 
idubbing tbo seals on the Copper island 
rookery was surprised by a party of Ilus- 
>.ians, whi> opened fir(>, wounding Mc- 
Lean. The crew with liim. who were 
unhurt, took to tlw boats and reached 
the soliooner in safety, with the oxcep- 
liiin of one man, Talbot, who was so 
frightened that he fell overbo.'ird and 
was drowned. S.ail was maile, ami the 
schooner escaped from tbi' Incalitv. 

Cnpt. Alex. Me.Eean, brother of the 
raider, was in the locality with tb" 
schooner .Tames Hamilton I,ewis. He 
was overhaiileil by the Russian man-of- 
war Aleut, which ordered the Lewis to 
heave to, but Capt. Mi'Lean sbouli'd 
back that he would not, that he was in 
neutral water, and neither the Russians 
nor anyone idse hail a right to interfere' 
wilh bini. The schooner proceeding on 
her course, the man-of-war swung olT a 
sbo.-t ilistniice and tired several shots, 
intended to frighten those on the 
sidiooner. McLean, who had tin' re])U- 
talioa of being a fearless man, paid no 
Mttention to the bomliardiiieiit, and after 
iir.otber volley b.ail been lired, the .Vlent 
steamed down across the bow of the 
Lewis, carrying away her fore-rigging, 
and as she swung alongside, a party 
boarded the Lewis and took possession. 

The Americans were then transferred 
to the Aleut, and the schooner was townd 
to Petropaulofsky. Then- the schooner 
was refitted and with a crew of nine 
Russians and six Americans sailed for 
Vladivostock, to which place the .\leut 
accompanied her and delivered the rest 
of tho Americans to the authorities there. 
The crow of the Lewis and Geiu-gc R. 
White, another seized schooner, were 
confined most of the time, although they 
were allowed the freedom of the town, 
b.aviiig to report at the prison at S p. m. 
each day. In January, 1S92, the pris- 
oners were released and sent to Corea, 
where they were transferred to another 
Russian vesstd, whicl: took tlieiii to 
Nagasaki. The United States (jonsnl at 
that place sent them to Yokohama, 
whence they were sent to San Fran- 
cisco.

(Jiillin, which put in to Saii Francisco a 
week at;o for reiiairs, made iiei-essary 
bocaiise of the hulTetiiiK the \'ictoria 
schooner receiveil in the K'l'es iluriiiK 
which the Alplia was lost and the great 
(Uvt of sailing vessels disabled, resumed 
her voyage from the froldeii Gate on 
Saturday. She AviU hunt off the Cali- 
fornia coast, and will afterwards go to 
the Japanese coast and tho Copper 
islatias. 

Tho'Ticliooner Triumph, Capt. Clareneo 
Cox, is ixpected to sail tomorrow or 
Thursdny for tlie Coast to /(iek up lier 
Indian crew. Capt. Cux went up tho 
coast vn Hie steamer Qi.'een City, to- 
gether ^vith C.ipl. Campbell, of 'he E. H. 
Miirviii, to nrrnuge for crews, and they 
report that then- will lie little ditlicnlly 
in gotlting liiinlers.

THE HEALTH OF THE CITY. 

We print a report by Dr. li'ngan, the 
proyincinl health offlcor. on tlie health 
of the city. The faot^^ broujjlit out are 
by no moan.s alarniiii)::, but they are at 
the same time worthy of iniinediato at- 
tention. As Dr. fagan says, tlio iiuiii- 
"bcr of typhoid cases is not lar>,'o in pro- 
portion to the population, but the f.ict.s 
stated by liiiii seem to show- that wo 
ought not to have any such cases at all. 
It is not yery agreoalilc reading, but as 
the first .step to\yards ofloctiiig a cure is 
to Ivuow the nature of the malady, so the 
lirst stop to improve the sanitation of 
the city is to discover the cause of any 
provalout disoase. As Dr. FaKan points 
out, he has been unable to assign any 
-cue cause for the unusual number of 
typhoid cases now in Victoria, but ho 
points out what may account for them. 
XUe uisposiil of sewage aim oiiensive 
material is a serious question, and tlie 
sanitary officers will have to do the best 
they can under existing circumstances. 
In regnrd to the milli supply, it seems as 
if it ought to bo pos.sible to do a great 
deal in ii very short time. • 

City By-Law No. 25,'! declares tliat all 
milk vendors shall be licensed. . Tlie 
number of the license must be displayed 
in a conspicuous place upon every 
Tohicio used in the s.ale or delivery of 
milk, and every mill; can must bear the 
name of the person who supplied the 
milk to the Jiconsoo. JJairymen are to 
give notice to the health ofilcer of the 
existence of contagious diseases among 
their cattle or neighboring cattle. No 
adulterated or diluted milk shall he sold 
in the city. Skim milk may be sold, but 
the cans containing it must be marked 
accordingly, and no skim milk shall be 
sold to any one unless the purchaser asks 
for it. Adultoratod milk shall be for- 
feited and shall l)c destrnyed. The Mar- 
ket Superintendent, the Health OUlcer, 
the Health Inspector or any Police Um- 
ccr may seize adulterated milk. The by- 
laws seem defective because they do not 
provid(> for the inspei'tion of milk. They 
make it illegal to sell adulterated milk, 
but there is no provision requiring 
any vendor of milk to submit it for in- 
spection or requiring any one to make 
inspection. What seems to bo needed is 
an olllcer wlio will inspect milk without 
notice to the vendors. The by-law does 
not directly deal with the owners of the 
cowa supplying the milk, but it properly 
enforced it will meet their case. The 
vendor must got a license, and ho can 
only sell milk supplied by a named 
owner, farmer or dairyman. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, for the city offlcor to 
insist that he shall be satisfied that the 
source of supply is clean before granting 
a license, which ouglit to bo revoeahle 
whenever it i.s discovered that sanitary 
conditions are being violated where the 
milk is produced. The owners of cows 
in tho city should be coinpoHed to, con- 
form to proi)er sanitary regulations. If 
these things wore done, nil danger of in- 
fection from milk would bo removed. 
Possibly tho bydn\vs need to be enlarged 
in order to secure tlie best results, but 
much good would result if they were en- 
forced as they stand. 

Tho Chinese gardens present a eondi- 
'cion of things which Is not agreeable to 
contemplate. From what Vr. Fngaii 
says, it seems that they will have t-o re- 
ceive attention from th'e health authori- 
ties. If the gardens were closeil. it is 
not en-iy to see wliere the pco|iU> of \ ic- 
toria would get their fresh vegetables. 
We would all very much prefer to buy 
.vegetables Irom white gardeners, but 
■there -are not enough of the latter to 
supply the demand. The matter ought 
not to be beyond tlie roach of proper 
regulation, and now that attention has 
boon directed to it, wo arc-hopeful that 
■ something may be done to remove ao 
sgrave a menace to the public health. 



- THE POLICE PORCB" 

One of tho questions that will engage 
tho attention of " tho powers that bo " 
during the next few weeks will be the 
improvement of the city police force. 
Tho force must be kept np to date if the 
city is to bo kept free from crime and 
disorder, as has been done up to the 
present. Everybody has been looking 
for good times in Victoria this year, and 
with good times comes more work for 
the police. During last year, as a per- 
usal of the statistics published a few- 
days ago will show, the work of tho 
police was almost doubled. In tho police 
court the fines and fees jollectcd totalled 
more than -fa/iOO in excess of those of 
the year before; there was a largo in- 
crease in the number of arrests, and the 
reports and complaints that received at- 
tention were far more numerous than 
ever before. Then there are a thousand 
and one other things that a policeman 
is called upon to di>. The public are in 
tlio habit of looking upon a policeman's 
job as an easy one. Tlie newspaperman 
knows better than tl '.s, his work bring- 
ing him in touch with the men upon 
whose watchfulness depends the safety 
of tho citizens. Tlio officer not only 
covers his beat during certain hours, but 
is ever on the watch for evil-doers. Dur- 
ing the recent influx of vagrants 
from across tho Sound, there ^vas 
not an officer on the force who did 
not put in live or .six hours' over- 
time in tho twoiity-four, and this, 
too, without extra remuneration, despite 
the fact that their salaries are lower 
than those of the pcdice of any of 
the near-by cities. It was this work 
that so soon rid the city of an undesir- 
able class, the vigilance of the officers 
and the way in whicli each case brought 
before the magistrate was' presented 
striking terror to the heart of the petty 
thief. 

The members of the police force de- 
serve some recogiiiliou from the city for 
tho good work they have aceoinplishiHl, 
and the best way it can be recognized is 
by an increase in their salaries. They 
are entitled to this increasi>, not only on 
account of the good work which they 
have done, but because it was promised 
them. Some years ago, when the spirit 
of retrenchment had possession of the 
council, the salary of the chief was Te- 
diiced from .^ino to ?10() per month, but 
was last year raised to .^Ili.'i; the liist 
sergeant's salary was reduced from 
to ^lv>, and the other two sergeants 
from !fyO to «:7a, wmie the constames 
suffered a reduction of from .fT." to 
.'<r)li..')0. They were promised when the 
leductiiiii was niaile that the salaries 
would be restore<i with a revival of good 
times. Like everybody else in the city, 
they believe the good times have re- 
turned, and are asking for an increase. 
On their record tliey deserve it. There 
is not a better body of men to be found 
than that which composes the city police 
force of Victoria, from the chief down, 
yet they are receiving smaller salaries 
than the otllcers of any city of an equal 
size on the Coast. 

While we believe the first duty of the 
authorities is to grant the request of the 
men for the restoration of their old 
salaries, there are a few other things 
which require attention. At present 
Chief Langley's time is taken up alto- 
gether too much in the police court, pre- 
venting him from giving that attention 
to the working of the force which it de- 
serves. Day after day the best part of 
liis time is spent fn the court room, 
prosecuting cises, when he could be 
iniicb lii'tter oc<-upied soniewbere else. 
This could very easily lie remedied by 
the engagement of a prosecuting attor- 
ney, or perhaps, for a slight Incronse in 
his retainer, ttie city solicitor would have 
one of his clerks alleiul to tiio minor 
cases, while he himself would ap|ioar to 
prosecute the more serious ones. Tli's 
w-ould 1)0 more satisfactory in every way, 
and would greatly expedite the work 
of tlie court. The police nave oiton 
nuudi difflciilty in getting merchants to 
appear against pett> thieves, they com- 
plaining that tile time they are forced 
to waste in the court is often more valu- 
able than the goods stolen. This is not 
altogether the fault of the Chief, who is 
a gocnl prosecutor; but with a lawyer in 
charge of a case, we believe much time 
could 1)0 saved. 

There is one other improvement which 
Chief liiingley asked for last year, anr: 
which should be granted. This is a one- 
liorse patrol wagon. The day has passed 
when criiiiinals were dragged through 
the streets, with a howling crowd of 
small boys following and booting th 
arresting oincers. aomo years ago it 
was the habit to have the chain-gang 
marched through the streets to work in 
the school and Government House 
L-rounds. Pulilic opinion compelled :\ 
discontinuance of this. True, a man 
under arrest has not tho prison uniform, 
but in nine cases out of ten he is hand- 
ciifred, whicli is just as liad— and worse, 
loo, lieeanse often men arrested are able 
to prove their innocence. But, beyond 
all this, it is time Victoria had a patrol 
wagon, llio only expense would bo the 
first cost, for wo are given to under- 
stand that ther(> is now paid out for ox- 
press and hack hire more than it would 
cost to maintain tho patrol wagon. 
There is lots of room for it in the old 
fire hall adjoining the police station. He- 
sides being used for prisoners, it would 
be very handy as an emergency ambu- 
lance in case of accident, and on the 
occasion of tires the police would ho 
enabled to reach tliq scene early and 
assist the firemen in roping off the street 
and otherwise. 

Tlio city has n chief of police who has 
the confidence of the people, and n force 
of men whom tliey can depend iliioii to 
do their duty and a little more when 
called upon. . The past .yeair,.,'Vf itn<5.ssod 
many little improvements brouglit about, 
with little additional -cost to the city.

'MR. DUNSMUIR'.S illSSIOX. 

Referring to the observations of the 

Colonist in regard to -Mr. Duiismuir'fl 
mission to Ottawa, tho Vancouver World 
fiayrt that the Colonist is Mr. Dunsnuiir'j 
personal organ. We think we ought to 
correct our contemporary in this. If it 
will read the article from which it 
(juotos, it will see that the Colonist ex- 
pressly disclaimed that it was speaking 
in any other way than ait an observer of 
current events. This is absolutely jiccur- 
ate. Mr. DuiiHinuir was not coumilted as 
to what shotild bo said on tho subject of 
his visit to Ottawa, and if tho Colonist 
has hit the mark as to his objects, and it 
fancies it has, It Is only because it has 
kept very closely in touch with what is 
going on, not as any one's organ, but as 
a public newspaper. It may, perhaiiw, bo 
well to add, -what is absolutely 
<iuite true, namely, that except 
ou such occasions as it hiw 
said so in express tonus, the Colonist has 
not spoken for Mr. Duntjmuir ou publi o 
(luestlons. Mr. Oansmuir is president of 
I he Colonist Printing & Publishing Com- 
pany, but ho ;iives tho paper a free hand 
n the disciirision of public fiuestions. 
"Do whut you think is right," is his uriunl 
reply when asked how he thinka a public 
qi;estion should be approached. There 
could be no public man less Belf-seeking 
or less desirous to dictate to others than 
he. 

The World saya it is not very clear 
what we meant by saying that Mr. Duns- 
uiuir ought to ancortaiii the policy of tho 
governmont in regard to railwii.vs having 
termini in territory in tho possession of 
the United States. The reference was 
to proposed railways from poiutfi in ter- 
ritory belonging to Canada to tbe sea at 
points in territory claimed by tho United 
Slates and in tho potssessioa of that coun- 
try, that iH to tho projected railway a 
from Atliii, Bennett and the Chilkat, to 
points ou what is called the Alaskan 
Const. At the Inst eewiion of tho local 
house, two bills of this nature woru 
thrown out by the railway committee, bo- 
cauHe the goverunient declared itself op- 
posed to the couHtriiotion of such rail- 
ways pending the constriiclion of an uU- 
Cauadian line. Previous to that tho 
Minister of liaihvavH had informed the 
railway coiiimitti-o of tho House of Com- 
mons that it wa.s not the jiolicy of tho 
federal goveriiuu'nt to permit such con- 
struction pending the delerniiiiatioii of 
tile boaudury (luestion. Since the elec- 
tions, Sir Wilfrid Luurior ban spoken on 
tho same subject, and conveyed the im- 
proiislon that the same policy would pre- 
vail in future. Under these circum- 
stances, the Coloiiis'. thought it desirable 
that Mr, Dunsmuir Hhould aticertain 
n-iiethcr, if the British Columbia legisla- 
niro jtaseed euch charters, they would be 
disallowed at Ottawa. If he sliould liml 
that tliey will bo, it is clearly desirable 
that the fact shall be made known at tliu 
eurlicfit possible day. If they will not be 
disallowed, it will be necet»iary for the 
provincial government to deeidi' what itf; 
policy shall be, for if it is to remain tlio 
same iia last session, the promoters of 
such charters will know that it is not 
worth their while to expend time and 
money in bringing th-in under the notice 
of the legislature.

The complete success yesterday at the 
Oshawn, Ont., municipal election of the 
Imperial Antotuatic Voting Machine 
seems likely to inaugurate a new era in 
voting, Tiiis machine is a liritisb 
Columbia invention and is owned by a 
British Columbia company. Ontario, 
.Manitoba and British Columbia have 
pn>vided by law for the use of voting 
niachines, and Oshawa is the first city 
in Canada to try the oxperiment. U'lio 
mai'liiiie worki-d ]ierfeetly, and though 
the vote was taken in four places, tbo 
total vote was known in seven minutes 
after the poll closed. No votes were 
lost tlirougli spoiled ballots or otherwise, 
and llio voting was absolutely secret. It 
is probable that the result in Ushawa 
will lead to the adoption of the Victoria 
invention In Other places, and that in 
a short time voting by inacliinory ■will 
become the rule instead of tiio exception. 
'I'he principle is simplicity itself, and It 
is impossible to see how a man can make 
a mistake unless be takes a club and 
smashes the macliine to jiiecos.

hours after tlie lire. The I'Cdoteiiuy ho- 
tel was a two-story frame building, about 
2r>x5l) feet. It was on the main street, 
and was considered oiie of the best build- 
ings in Atlin, being built a few years ago 
and costing between five and si.v thou- 
«and dollars. Atlin has no fire depart- 
ment, and a bucket brigade is the only 
piotcotiou against fire the dty possesses.

Herewith is presented a report made by 
T^rovincinl Health OlHcer Pagan on the 

t.vplioid epidemic which recently an"("Cted 
\'icti>ria. Though there were 25 cases 
of typhoid ou December 12, the date on 
which the report was compiled, there are 
now, according to Dr. R. L. Fraser, city 
health ollleer, imieh fewer cases. Those 
w\w liavi" followed civic matters at all 
closely will recall that I>r. h'raser Ims 
called attention to many of tlie .sanitary 
evils complained of by Dr. l'"agan. In a 
report to the loe.-il Iioard of lie:ilt li. dated 
Dec'inber 2:5, l.S!»;). he said: 'Toiisiilcr- 
;ilile lu-ogresH li:is been made with sewer 
eiiniiections, though a great many tiiiilil- 
ings are not yet connected. Ri" sewers, 
c("ss-pit8, nuiKancea, etc., I may stjiie that 
no amount of legislation or coinpulsion 
will bo successful without the co-oper:i- 
limi of our citizens. In too many iu- 
staiiees the snnitarj' inspector finds that 
a man will spend more money in legal 
costs in fighting a <•l:ltl^;l■ ill liie health, 
sewer or wash-house by-law limii it 
woiilil have cost to put his premises lu 
condition to comply with Ibe law. In 
this connection i would r("Coniniend that: 
(111 The city lb) its own scavenging: (h) 
the law be amenileil so ;is to iirovido a 
fiiu" fi>r iiliunbers connecting closets with 
surface drains; (c) no cesspits be per- 
mitted within the city limits."

I visited all the doctors In town and got 
n list ot their typhoid cases, also a history 
of each case. Oysters, milk, drainage were 
siigpested as causes of the trouble, but no 
dellnlto opinion was advanced. 

SANITATION. 

I next visited each house where the Infec- 
tion was supiioseil to take place. With 
three except ious. the .sanitary arrangeiueiits 
were had. Five liouses were cimiioctcil witli 
the sewerage system. In oni." (if these tlii" 
conuectlUL' sewer iiasseil i:iiiler the back 
part of the house, ami a leak was dlsciiyer- 
cil ufter a case of lyuluiiil IVver develODcil. 
lu aiioilier the closet was so illlhy tlmt 
having connection with the sewerage sys- 
tem was of no value. 

The remainder ot tbe cases occurred at 
houses without sewerage connection. Some 
iif these had a aiiikcshlft In the shape of 
a cess-'dt, and only In one case was the 
sciiiblanrc of iiroper conslnictloti. Cess- 
lilts. at best, are bad. but when not prop- 
erly built are a sure source of coiitaailnii- 
tloii. 

In some three or four houses the clof.et 
einntk's straight Into a big hole lu the 
griiniui. to be cleaned out only when the 
siirrouuiliag soli is so saturated that no 
further escaiie is tiosslhle. 

In most of these cases the excuse offercl 
is that there Is no sewerat:!' system; thin, 
unfortunately Is true, but It does not In any 
way condone the sin of iiolsouing your own 
and your neighbor's surruuadlngs. 

In one house the cess-pIt was as unsani- 
tary as it is possible to be, .vet the city sew- 
er Is constructed ou that street and passed 
the house. Here, evidently, the by-law to 
coiu/iel properly owners to connect with 
ibo system where It Is coiistrucled In any 
street, has not been enforced. 

Another house with a hole In the cronnil. 
oalleil a eess-pit, bad a well hi the same 
grounds. I was told the water from this 
well was "very good," "but we only use It 
occasionally," and these people wonder 
where they get typhoid fever. 

i visited a house In Victoria West, from 
which two eases of tynhold fever came; it 
Is a matter of surprise that all the Inmates 
are not Infected. A water closet drains di- 
rectly on to the Indian Reserve, some 
twenty-flrc yards back of this house: the

drain, simply a box oneus ou to this field. 
So much for sewerage. 

LIQUID WASTES. 
The disposal of liquid wastes lu the city 
proiier seems to be right, but arouuU the 
better class of houses ou rembertou Hoad 
and vicinity, the Idea seems to prevail that 
taking it oil the nremlses Is sutllclent. In 
numbers of oasca I found drains opening di- 
rectly ou to the side of the street, where It 
lodges iijid creates a stench to be recognized 
for (lulte a ''Istauce. This, of course, shoulu 
nut be tolerated, and the city authorities 
would do well to take the matter in hand. 
DAIIUBa 

On ajiplylug at the City Hall for a list of 
uiilkiiicii suiiiilylng milk In town. I was sur- 
pilsrd to llud there was no such list kept, 
nor were tile dairies In any way under the 
siiDi rvlsloii of the authorities. I then de- 
cided to visit the dairies supiilylm; milk to 
families wlio had coiiiracted typhiild. and 
Willi uiie exceiitlou fuuL'd nothing but dirty 
dairies, dirty burns, dirty cows aud dirty 
aiU'udaiits. Such conditions cann« be con- 
ducive to good health, and I would sfrougly 
recommend .some action to be taken. 
CHINESE GAKDBNS. 

One more matter which I fear Is entirely 
misunderstood li; this country— Chinese gar- 
dens. 1 found that In nearly all the famil- 
ies In which ly|)boId Infection occurred It 
was the ctistoin to i:ct vejietablcs from 
Chinamen. Now. It Is not geuerally known 
but It Is a fact that vegetables can. and 
often do carry Infectlou. Of course, most 
^^getables are purlhed by boiling, but many 
- such as salads and celery— are served raw. 
Tills, no doubt. Is the cause of more trouble 
than Is geuerallj supposed, and therefore. 
I thought It lay duty to visit some of the 
gardens suiiplying Victoria. 

I only visited '■Cliliie.se" gardens, aud am 
siitlslled that should t'ic patrons do the 
same, they will make a change. In luuiiy 
of ilieiii pigs are keiit— there Is no preteuce 
at keeulng llu" place clean— the iH"as are 
simply an abonilnatlon -the yards Just as 
bad. In two Instances I saw offal lying 
around, and froa- Its condition must bav 
iKcii there for days. Such are some of th 
si'rrouudlUL's where market vegetables are 
kept. • 

'i'lils Is b'ld. bin nothing comiiared to th 
dlriy habit all these Chliiainea have of pre- 
serving the urine for the fertilization ».nd 
whltenlui; nf vegetables. Each garden has 
a barrel always full of iirliie. which Is al- 
lowed to dei-onipose so that nleuty of lua- 
ii'oida develoiis: the vegetables are then 
freely siirbikled with this. Outside this dis- 
gustlni: practice the health aspect Is grave, 
because these vegetables, unless cooked, will 
carry tyiihold or other iliseuses .lust as sure 
as milk or water. I would recommend that 
tills matter be actively dealt with. 

To conclude, as above stated. I cannot 
place my baud ou the cau.se of the present 
epidemic, and do not think It likely to de- 
iiend on one common source, for we Uiul It 
amoiii; all classes of people. rangiiiL' froiii 
Ksi|iiiiiiait to Vales street, and on to I'l'ia- 
l.erlon road. The siiu'L-estloii that it was 
due to oysters Is not. I think. horn<! out, a . 
liui'iv who have contracted tvtjhold have noi. 
eaten oysters: again. If oysters wore the 
1 11 use. the Infection would be much mo're 
ireiieral.

He said last night that the floods 
ill the creok and" tiie very liigli tides 
sweeping in from the ocean were having 
the effect of preventing work on the 
black sand. Only one machine wa.s being 
worked when he left, and that but one 
day a week on the average. There was 
about iJdOO or thereabouts in the safe at 
.Mr. Button's, and when the minors were 
able to work the machine they were add- 
ing to the golden store, but the weather 
was preveutiJig woric on anything like 
tho scale on which it was carried on 
during the fall. M.\ Binns says that 
about ten dayft ago a small amount of 
dressed lumber was washeii aslinre at 
Wreck Ray. It was all small tongue- 
nnd-.gryove lumber. There wa.s not 
much of it. This is pmbably a Pi'rt of 
tho deck i.-jud which some of the Juniher 
schoouers ireye forced to jettison when 
caught in the rt.'cent gales off the coast, 
before coming buck disabled. No other 
wreckage w/m simui or reported at the 
bay or elsewhere, atf far as Mr, Binns 
could learn. There was quite a lot of 
snow along the coast

Mr. Peters thought it was too fine n 
point i? hp was not to bo admitted to 
show what kind of a reserve it was. 

Mr. Duff took a contrary view. At the 
time .Sir .fames Douglas made a procla- 
mation declaring all the land ojien, ex- 
cept that wliich the executive might re- 
(luire for reserves. The only interest 
tlio public could have in the matter was 
in knowing when the reserve would lie 
opened. 

Mr. Peters (luestion to witness— Did lie 
have any coiiverstition with Cid. IVloodv 
about military reserves .-—was ruled out 
as inndiiiissable bv tlie court. 

Criiss-examiiieil bv Mr. Duff, witness 
said he knew Burranl inlet very well. 
Tliero was no clearing on Deadin.'in's 
island in the early days'— ISO.") or ISflC. 
Naval reserves were made at Knglisb 
Bay, Granville. Port !Moody, and at n 
point oiuiosite the latter. Tie left the de- 
partment in 1878. Tie did not know if 
tlie rcseiTcs had been done away with at 
th.-.t time.

On nli 
nmclnl plans Stanley park; was marked 
"M. R.'^ (military reserve).
